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n the event of your death

We don’t like to think about it, but 
death touches nearly everyone's life in 
the course of a year. 

There were 111 deaths recorded in 
Charlevoix County Jast year. If you 
didn’t know one of those 111 people, 
chances are that you knew someone ina 
neighboring county or a friend of a 
loved. one from far away who has died 
recently, |. 

Dealing with death can be difficult, 
depending on how well you knew the 
person who died. And a death in the 
immediate family can sometimes be 
traumati¢—which is especially difficult 
when family members then must make 
decisions on arranging for a funeral. 

What exactly must be done when a 
death occurs? Who takes care of what? 
How much does it cost when there is a 
death? Should there be a funeral? What 
is embalming? In fact, what is death? 

The Press contacted Bob Winchester

In the tast SO years the insu- 


lation from death has been increased. 
Ninety percent of the deaths used to 
occur in the home. Today most occur in 
a hospital. On television we constantly 
see actors killed on one network. and 
alive again on another and because of 
the mobility of our society many of us 
have family members die hundreds of 
miles away from us. All of these things 
insulate us from the reality of death. 

Vanderwall explained that there are 
normal reactions that the family goes 
through during the loss of a loved one, 
and in the case of someone terminally 
ill, there are similar reactions they go 
through. 

For the dying the reactions begin with 
denial—'’Not me!'’ Next comes the 
anger and hostility—‘‘Why me?’ Then

comes the bargaining—the attempts to 
make a deal with God. Depression is 
next, and Vanderwall explained that 
this is very important for the individual. 
Dying people should be allowed this 
depression since they are losing ‘‘all 
significant people in their lives, while 
we lose only one,’’ Vanderwall said. 

Last comes acceptance. The patient 
accepts his impending death. At this 
time the patient can be a great source of 
strength to the family. The patient may 
want to discuss his funeral, special gifts 
to family members, or explain certain 
business details. It is important for his 
comfort that this be allowed, said 
Vanderwall. 

‘When a°death Is about te-occur, the 
family will experience some of the same 
emotions and different ones. The 
family, and the medical staff, may avoid 
discussion of the mpenenne death.

They may feel anger at the patient 
because he has presented them with a_ 
problem. 

Frequently there is over-treatment or 
over-medication. The family wants to do 
something—so they may do too much. 
Then because the patient is withdrawn 
and depressed, the family may with- 
draw. Finally comes the confrontation. 

The confrontation allows the dying 
member to become a part of the family 
again. ‘It’s easier to accept death than 
to accept isolation, deception, fear and 
anxiety,’’ said Vanderwall. 

When the death occurs the family will 
‘agually go through the denial—‘‘] don’t 
believe it’’—the hostility, then the guilt 
(all the things we should have or could 
have done), the depression, and finally 
the acceptance. 

‘Acceptance comes from confronting 
the death, not denying,’’ said Vander- 
wall. ‘It is the ability to recall or 
remember the deceased without pain. 
The only way around grief is through 
it." Vanderwall said that sometimes it 
may. take a year before acceptance is 
complete. 

AFTER THE DEATH 

Following the death the funeral 


_ director is notified by the family. He will 


cone immediately to the hospital or 
home to pick up the deceased. When 
the funeral director returns to the 
funeral home the body is immediately 
embalmed unless other arrangements 


have been made. 

Embalming is done for several) 
reasons. An untreated dead body is 
subject to rapid decomposition, be- 
ginning almost immediately after death. 
By retarding this process, embalming 
makes it possible to have the body 
available for viewing (an important part 
of the death acceptance process for the 
family and friends. It also disinfects the 
body and protects those to whom the 
body will be exposed. 

In the case of families where some- 
one must travel several days to arrive 
for the funeral, embalming allows the 
body to be kept until their arrival. In 
Michigan embalming must occur unless 
the body is cremated or buried within 48 
hours. 

Embalming is also required if the 
death is due to certain communicable or 
infectious diseases or if the body is to be 
transported interstate in a common 
carrier, Some states require embalming 
for intrastate transportation beyond the 
place where the death occurred. 

There are many decisions the family 
must make concerning the disposition of 
the body and the type of funeral 
desired. An obituary form must be filled 
out and the family will need information 
for that. They will need the deceased's 
Social Security number and- discharge 
papers if the deceased was ever in the 
military. 

The funeral director wil! assist the

family in filing for any veteran's 
benefits or Social Security benefits to 
which they may be entitle. He will also 
need a full set of clothing, excluding the 
shoes, to dress the deceased, Jewelry 
can be removed later. If the deceased is 
a woman, the funeraj director will ask

4 $2,000 to $3,000 locally 


One of the prime concerns for any 
family, has to be the expense involved 
in a funeral. Bob Winchester of Win- 
chester Funera} Home in Charlevoix 
and Tom Vanderwall, of Vanderwall 
Funeral Home in East Jordan, both 
agreed that a funeral in this area 
averages between $2,000 and $3,000. 

*‘Why so much?’’ is an immediate 
reaction for many people. 

Here is a partial list of the profes- 
sional services included in the cost: 
preparation and filing of death certi- 
ficate, obtaining burial or cremation 
permit, embalming, consultation with 
family, arrangement of visitation 
period, attendants, burial service, the 
use of the funeral home facilities, use of 
the funeral home chapel and equip- 
ment, and motor equipment for removal 
of the body to the funeral home, a 
casket coach, and service vehicles. 

The family must purchase a casket. If 
there is a burial they must purchase a 
burial vault and cemetery space. The

some newspapers there 1s a charge to 
carry the obituary ($50 to $75 in the 
Detroit or Grand Rapids area). 

Those are just some of the expenses 
included in the ‘‘average’’ $2,000 or 
$3,000 funeral. And, of course, it can be 
more. It can also cost less. ‘‘We will 
turn away no one,’’ said Vanderwall. 
“The family will determine the cost."’ 

There are three different ways a 
funeral] home may calculate their 
charges—itemized, functional, or unit 
pricing. In Michigan most funeral 
homes either have unit or functional 
pricing. Both Vanderwall and 
Winchester have the functional pricing. 
In the unit pricing a family is given an 
overall lump sum to include casket, 
facilities, professional services, 
telephone charges, etc. 

In the functional pricing, the family is 
given separate prices for each function 
of the funeral home: funeral home 
services, merchandise (casket, vault, 
etc.) and cash advances (certified 
copies, clergy, newspaper, etc.) with 
functional pricing, the family usually 


has an opportunity to maintain more. 


control over the cost by their selection of 
casket, vault, newspape. charges, or 
special music.

Funeral Home each casket has a price 
card on it aad the family is able to take 
that price and add it to the cost for 
professional services and see what the 
funeral! is going to cost. The prices on 
caskets vary from a few hundred 
dollars to over a thousand. With the 
functional pricing they are able to 
control the cost of the funeral. 


PRE-ARRANGED FUNERALS 

It is also possible for a family or 
individual] to prearrange their funeral. 
They may even want to pay in advance. 

If payment for a funeral is made in 
advance, the money is placed in interest 
earning accounts at the bank which are 
‘‘owned”’ by the individual and made 
payable to the funeral home upon their 
death. 

Should they decide to change funeral 
directors or move away, ‘they can 
contact the bank and have money 
returned to them or have the payee 
changed to a new funeral -home. 

Winchester and Vanderwall said they 
both have a number of prearranged 
funerals and it is a help to the families 
to know this has been taken care of. 

‘Both funeral homes have a number of 
brochures and pamphlets available for 
anyone interested in more information.
